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Forbes Denies 
‘Mail-Order’ 


Plan Success 


Declares He Was Quoted 
Incorrectly on Plant 
Inspection Plan. 


T. M. Forbes, secretary of the 
Cotton Manufacturers’ Association 
of Georgia, yesterday stated that 
he did not say the plan of “mail- 
order” inspection of textile manu- 
facturing plants used by the wage 
and hour division has proved 
“highly successful,” as he was 
quoted as saying in a news story. 

Mr. Forbes sets forth his posi- 
tion and that of the Georgia tex- 
tile mills as regards the “mail- 
order” plan of plant inspection in 
the following statement: 

“I neither made the statements 
credited to me by the wage and 
hour division in the story that ap- 
peared in the October 8 issue of 
The Constitution, nor is there any 
basis of fact in the claim of that 
division that their ‘mail-order’ 
plan of enforcing the fair labor 
standards act ‘has proved highlv 
successful’ as far as Georgia cot- 
ton manufacturers are concerned. 

“On the contrary, the Georgia 
mills, as a whole, have found this 
compliance by questionnaire pro- 
cedure both objectionable and un- 
desirable and most of the mills 
have expressed their reluctance to 
file the statements requested by 
the division. 

“The Georgia cotton mills, as a 
whole, are doing their dead level 
best to effect complete compliance 
with the act, but the law is so 
complex and the administrative 
rules and regulations are expand- 
ed and revised so rapidly that they 
find it next to impossible to know 
what the requirements are from 
one day to the next. 

“The records of the Georgia 
mills are open for examination 
by the wage and hour division, a: 
all times, and while I do not know 
of a single case having been made 
against a Georgia cotton mill for 
violating this law, if any viola- 
tions are occurring I am certain 
that they are unintentional and 
unknown to the mill manage- 
ments, and they will be corrected 
immediately if called to the atten- 
tion of the proper officials of these 
plants.”

Georgia legislators between the 
ages of 21 and 36 will not be 
drafted for compulsory military 
service as long as they remain 
members of the general assembly. 

This was the answer of Major 
Clifford Hatcher, of the State 
Military Department, yesterday to 
questions as to what effect the 
draft would have on the state’s | 
lawmaking . body. 

However, the legislators will | 
have to go to the nearest school- 
house next Wednesday and regis- 
ter with Uncle Sam just as any- 
body else. And if they should be 
| defeated in politics two years from 
now, Uncle Sam could go looking 
for them to serve in his army. 

Speaking technically, Major 
Hatcher pointed out that, although 
the lawmakers will be required to 
register, their actual service will 
be deferred as long as they are 
members of the legislature. 

One prominent member of the

There is one regular, and more peculiar 
each time, reaction to the published results 
of Gallup polls. Supporters of the issue which 
is shown to be losing, by the polls, always pro- 
test loudly that it isn’t a true index of public 
opinion, that it is “fixed” by the opponents 
and that they—the protesters—know better 
than all the Gallup organization what the 
state of public opinion is. 

Yet, with monotonous regularity, the final 
outcome of each issue “sampled” by the Gallup 
people, sustains the earlier polls and proves, 
once again, that Dr. Gallup and his confreres 
have devised a really reliable method of test- 
ing public opinion the nation over. 

When the Gallup poll showed overwhelming 
victory for Roosevelt in 1936, the Republicans 
cried that it was false, they knew they were 
going to win with Landon. When the Gallup 
poll foreshadowed the re-election of Senator 
George, of Georgia, his opponents claimed the 
poll was merely political trickery of the 
George supporters. | 

When the Gallup poll revealed that public 
sentiment was in favor, overwhelmingly, of 


all possible aid to Britain, the obstructionists | 


in congress still kept up their clamor against 
that policy for the sole reason they believed 
it pleased a majority of their constituents. 
The same condition existed over the compul- 
sory military service bill. 

Last Sunday the last nation-wide Gallup poll 
gave President Roosevelt 42 states and Wen- 
dell Willkie only six. Again the cry of agony 
from Republicans and Willkiecrats rends the 
air, that the poll is “unfair,” is “biased” is 
“controlled.” 

When the fact is that never before has 
there been such an unbiased, calmly analytic 
machine for the testing of public opinion as 
this. One or two or three of the states 
might vary, a decimal point or two, but it is 
absolutely ‘afe betting that the present senti- 
ment of the nation, as between the two can- 
didates, is approximately as Gallup gives it. 

Of course, sentiment has time to change 
between now and election day. But if it does, 
rest assured Dr. Gallup will record that change 
in perfect honesty and dependable accuracy. 


3,600,000 Aliens 


Only five states have registered fewer 
aliens than Georgia since the task of register- 
ing all aliens in this country was begun, a few 
months ago. Of those five states, only one, 
North Carolina, has a larger population than 
Georgia and only one, South Dakota, is not 
in the south. 

In Georgia, out of a population of 2,908,506, 
according to the 1930 census, only 2,031 aliens 
have been registered. South Carolina, which 
has a population of 1,738,765, is at the bottom 
in the list, with only 660 aliens registered. 

At the same time, the Department of Jus- 
tice reveals the total of aliens so far regis- 
tered for the entire country is 1,690,069, while 
there is an estimated grand total of 3,600,000 
in this country. 

Which statistics forcibly illustrate two im- 
portant conditions in American life. 

The first is that we of the south can know 
little of any “alien” problems which beset some 
other sections of the country. The proportion 
of aliens in our population is so small as to be 
negligible and, of those here, most of them 
are, in all but the purely technical sense, good, 
average citizens. - 

The second noticeable condition is, if this 
country has 3,600,000 aliens, nearly three per 
cent of the total population, it is absolutely 
essential that the Department of Justice exer- 
cise every care, and take every precaution, to 
gee that all are registered. 

In these days of national sabotage from 
within, of “Fifth Column” activities, and of 
subversive agents, spies, used as a recognized 
form of warfare, it is of vital importance that 
closest possible check be kept upon Uncle Sam’s 
alien guests and that the authorities know all 
about every one admitted to these shores.

Does Hitler Look Eastward? 

- The “drang nach osten” is fast becoming a 
reality, and the pattern of Napoleon’s error 
may, we hope, be repeated. Napoleon, too, 
looked wistfully across the English channel 
and turned eastward. Hitler has looked across 
the channel and probably will continue to 
look, but down along the tideless sea and in 
the historic cockpit of the Balkans the tides 
of war are flowing. 

It is not beyond possibility that we soon 
may hear that, through the medium of Spain, 
have come certain advances to the British gov- 
ernment. These advances would say this: We 
face a stalemate in our war. Russia is still 
our common enemy. Free the Nazi and Italian 
armies to take the Ukraine. We in turn will 
restore France, give a rieasure of independence 
to Czecho-Slovakia, free Holland, Belgium and 
Norway. Then we will turn our eyes forever 
to the east, retaining control of Hungary and 
Rumania, where you have no major interest. 
That could be the Hitler-Mfissolini trend of 
thought. 

Significantly, the day following the Nazi 
occupation of Rumania (for that It is, sugar- 
coat it as they may) saw the resumption in 
Washington of conversations between the 
Russian ambassador, Oumansky, and Under- 
secretary of State Sumner Welles. Paralleling 
these talks are those in London between the 
Soviet ambassador and the British foreign 
office, which are being conducted, not by the 
arch-foe of Russia, Lord Halifax, but the chief 
undersecretary, R. A. Butler. 

Russia must now realize the pattern of 
conquest. To the north is the free passage 
allowed German troops through Vassa in Fin- 
land. Ostensibly this is to permit free pas- 
sage of German troops to the northern occu- 
pied section of Norway. Actually, this is the 
worst possible route. But it does place German 
military bases too close for comfort to Lenin- 
grad, and the German navy Still is vastly su- 
perior to the Russian navy in the Baltic, par- 
ticularly so since joint Finnish-German action 
against Russia-occupied bases would wipe out 
the tenuoug Russian hold on the Gulf of Fin- 
land. To the south, German bases are being 
constructed on the Black sea, from time im- 
memorial a Russian lake. 

German airfields are being constructed in 
Rumania, German roads will cross the coun- 
try, leading not only to the oil fields but to 
the new Soviet borders of Bessarabia. 

Wishful thinking this may be, but to a 
dictator who knows this and more it must be, 
to put it mildly, disquieting. 

To the west there is the bastion of Britain. 
To the east there lies the food of dictatorship 
—conquest. Were you Hitler, what would be 
the pattern of your thought?

CONSCRIPTION AHEAD 


“It should be realized by various pertinacious 
disputants that conscription is now a settled pol- 
icv, and that about all there is to fight about is 
detail.” says the TULSA DAILY WORLD. . And 
that “detail” concerns the future of the trainees 
in industry, their dependents and their political 


status. : 

Concerning their industrial future, the DEN- 
VER POST points out: “Congress tried, in the 
conscription law, to protect the jobs cf men who 
are drafted for military service. It requires pri- 
vate employers to re-employ all of their men who 
may be drafted. But nobody knows whether 
this requirement is constitutional and can be en- 
forced. Even if it stands up in the courts, con- 
scription will bring an unemployment problem. 
When the conscripted employe is restored to his 
job, the man who was hired to replace him is al- 
most certain to be left out.” And the BOSTON 
TRANSCRIPT editorializes: “In a letter to the 
President, Governor Saltonstall has called atten- 
tion to the fact that men drafted for military 
service will be ineligible for unemployment com- 
pensation when their training period is over. Un- 
less the laws are changed, those who become 
jobless as a result of conscription will lack the 
basic protection accorded to idle non-draftees.” 

Of the trainees’ families, the MEMPHIS COM- 
MERCIAL APPEAL says: “The senate does well 
to make arrangements for their dependents. As 
matters stand, the senate has written into the 
excess profits tax bill authority for the President 
to establish allowances for dependents of draftees, 
to establish an insurance system for their bene-

FAR EASTERN POLICY MUDDLE WASHINGTON, Oct. 8. 


The confusion of Amer- 
ican Far Eastern policy flows from an all too human source. At the 
State Department there is an increasing sharp division between 
Secretary Cordell Hull, who is determined to be firm with the 
Japanese, and Undersecretary Sumner Welles, who is so anxious 
to go softly that he sometimes seems to lean to a Far Eastern 
appeasement. And the White House, the President, always willing 
to listen amiably to contending counselors, has not yet settled the 
controversy, One way or the other. 

Recent events have rather brutally suggested the dangers of 
such division and uncertainfy. Very recently, after a bitter con- 
troversy which rent the department from top to bottom, Secretary 
Hull succeeded in overcoming his subordinate’s objections and per- 
suading the President ‘to groclaim an embargo on exports of iron 
scrap to Japan, 

Contrary to the general impression, the embargo was not com- 
plete, being full of such pholes as one which allows the Japa- 
nese to buy old ships in the United States, sail them to Yokohama 


_and scrap them there. Nevertheless, it was a definite manifestation 


of the firmness advocated by Hull and, for a few days, seemed 
likely to produce important results. 

Unfortunately, however, Undersecretary Welles was scheduled 
to speak at Cleveland shortly after the embargo was proclaimed. 
In the course of his speech he touched on Far Eastern problems, 
remarked that all of them could be settled by friendly negotiations 
and, in general, adopted an extremely conciliatory tone. 

As every diplomat knows, the Japanese are almost hypersensi- 
tive to gestures. The Welles speech canceled out the effect of the 
embargo, convincing Tokyo the announcement of the Rome-Berlin- 
Tokyo pact had frightened us into backing down. 

Ambassador Joseph Grew hastilly cabled an urgent warning 
predicting immediate trouble unless another extremely firm gesture 
could be made without delay. Because of the division in the State 
Department, there was delay. The shrewd Grew’s prediction was 
thereupon fulfilled in the extraordinary interview in which Japa- 
nese Foreign Minister Matsuoka declared to American newspaper- 
men that the United States would have to fight to maintain the 
status quo in the Pacific. 

The seriousness of the situation was amply revealed the day 
the story of Matsuoka’s statement reached Washington. 

The President passed the morning conferring about the Far East 
with Hull and Welles and with his legislative leaders. Two or 
three private individuals who saw him about noon found him in- 
tensely grave and so preoccupied with the problem created by 
Matsuoka as to be unable to discuss their business. In the after- 
noon, he received secretaries of War and Navy, Stimson and Knox, 
and presumably arranged with Knox the belligerent answer to 
Matsuoka which Knox made in a speech on the navy the day fol- 
lowing. Mere words, of course, are not enough. What Grew and 
Hull want is tangible proof of our grim determination to have no 
nonsense from the Japanese. This can take many forms, the holes 
in the scrap iron embargo can be plugged; the embargo can be ex- 
tended to include gasoline, fuel oil and many other war supplies 
the Japanese are now getting in this country; and finally, Japanese 
silk exports to us, which are the keystone of the Japanese economy 
can be refused entry at our ports. 

Grew is on the spot, is the ablest professional diplomat in the 
American service, and knows Japan better than any other Ameri- 
can. He is convinced the result of such strong measures would 
be a Japanese willingness to concede and compromise. Grew and 
Hull both believe, on the other hand, a weak policy may lead to 
war, by encouraging the Japanese to such outrageous behavior that, 
in the end, we shall have no recourse but to fight.

There is not much left of the 
Communism which Lenin and Trotsky began in Russia in the last 
years of the first World War. Joe Stalin has made of it something 
arn’ a the Nazi-ism of 1938 very little resembles the Nazi-ism

This man had something else to say. 

“You know,” he said, “I read but my background is not enough 
for me to read some of the books I want to read. My boys, though, 
can understand such things. I like that. I see things in the papers 
and in magazines about ‘Communism’ and my curiosity is stirred. 
I believe it to be a bad thing because I believe in America and I 
know it is foreign and hostile to this country. But I think our 
schools should let their students know about this thing so that it 
will not be a mystery.” 

It surprised me, a little, for this man, whom I had known since 
I was a boy, to have talked this out of himself. He had never done 
so before. 

It is tragic to think today how many men and women are 
puzzled and wondering about their lives and their relationship to 
the world about them. 

As for Communism, there is a story which possesses more bitter 
irony than any the great stage of the world has seen in many,

People are not neutral about a man like Roosevelt. They either 
love him or hate him. For he himself has strong likes and dis- 
likes: he picks his enemies, and he does not pull his punches. In 
judging such a man, people do not think; they merely feel. 

It is almost tragic that a man of this kind should be the one 
to test the third-term business. And it is equally unfortunate that 
the test should come while the nation is endangered and prepar- 
ing to defend itself. 

For this election, like any other, should be a judgment. It 
should express the people’s approval or disapproval of the things 
Mr. Roosevelt has done. It should tell whether the people believe 
in giving any President more than two terms. It should reveal 
what people think about giving the central government more power, 

But under the circumstances it ¢éannot and will not du any of 
these things. 

The south will support Roosevelt as a matter of course. (It 
would support Willkie if he were the Democratic nominee.) Most 
of the people of other sections who supported him in 1936 will vote 
for him again—not in approval of any issue, but as an expression 
of their loyalty and affection, for their motto is: “My leader, right 
or wrong.” 

When they vote against Willkie, they will not even consider 
what he stands for. Their criticism of him, that he is not this or 
he is that, boils down to the simple charge that he isn’t like Roose- 
velt. 

So the third term issue, which is one of the gravest in our his- 
tory, will simply be ignored. In this particular, the election will 
prove nothing except that millions of people adore Roosevelt. They 
can’t even see dull political issues with such a radiant personality 
in the foreground. 

If Mr. Roosevelt is elected, as now seems likely, he will quite 
naturally regard it as another mandate and a blanket approval 
of all he has done, but it will prove nothing except that most of. 
the voters like him. Who analyzes the conduct of his beloved? 
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“I'll bet she’s keeping us in just so she’ll get ‘overtime’ to pay 
on her new fur coat!”

Derringer and bulging Buck 
Newsom, each of whom had work- 
ed in two previous series install- 
ments, waged as tight a battle as 
two capable and courageous 
hurlers ever could throw at each 
other and for some time it seemed

Ex-Mayor of 


Savannah, Dies 


Was Leader of Political, 
Civic, Religious 
Activities. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Oct. 8.—(P) 
Robert Mark Hitch, former mayor 
of Savannah, widely known attor- 
ney and leader in this city’s civic, 
political and religious life, died at 
his home here today. He had been 
stricken ill while attending a 
meeting of the Independent. Pres- 
byterian church last night. 

The church was one of his-ma- 
jor activities. He had taught a 
men’s Bible class there for years, 
in addition to numerous other ac- 
tivities on behalf of charitable and 
civic organizations. 

Hitch had practiced law in Sa- 
vannah since he moved here from 
Quitman, Ga., in 1893. Once, in 
1900-01, he went to the Georgia 
general assembly as Chatham 
county’s representative. Then in 
1908 he served as a presidential 
elector. 


After that he stayed out of pub- 
lic office until 1937 when he was 
virtually drafted to the job as 
mayor.
